THe Rohitkhund Akhbar of the 29th July has an article, 
‘in which: the writer draws the attention of Government to the 
absurd verdict of the juty at Bombay in the case of the Earo- 
pean who had the audacity: té tap a Hindoostanee woman 
‘on the lead with his stick at the railway-station gate, axd: to 
throw his arms round her neck (vide extract from the Panjabi 
Akhbdr at p. 448 of the ‘Selections for the week. ending 29th — 
July last), and infers from it the uselessness of juries and the 
‘tnischie? done by them. The High Court’ Judges, to whom ° 
‘the case was referred, again and again remonstrated with the 
jary against theimpropriety of exculpating the Kuropean from 
the offéncs on the ground of its being allowable in England, 
and desired thens to: consider: before: giving their final opinion 
that, though. the..act. was. excusable in England, it is strictly 
forbidden in India ; but: the jury persisted in. their opinion and 
exonerated -the- offender from the. charge. The Judges - 
Serehire, na, resource left: but to acquit: him. eouriod 


Tis whiter Huth wp thd case as an evident exantple of eka 
indiseretion of the } persons constituting’ juries, and remarks 
that in the generality of cases most of them either prove them- 
sdlves, unfit for. giving! sound. verdicts or ane’ inclined to be 
pactiol, «Ln thé case wader notice the guilt of the:ncoused was 
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manifest, and, yet the jury. daslared hich innocent, and the 
Judges were obliged to acquit him. The writer sees no use of 
Judges if the decision of cases rests entirely on the opinion of 
a jury, and remarks that in the case in question even the 
Judges were mistaken in admitting the plea that in England 
it is not unlawful for a stranger to throw his atms round a 
lady’s neck. So far from this, the act would be considered a 
great offence in England, and much more so in India, where 
the people strictly adhere to ancestral customs and usages, 

- With the above example before it, ‘the writer thinks Go- 
vernment ought not to fail to take notice of the defects in the 
jury system. The participation of Natives in juries is most 
desirable, and the principles on which ' the appointment of 
jurorsnow takes place-needa thorough reform: and remodelling. 

‘The same paper has.4 communicated article on the unfair 
-dealing of the mohurrirs ‘attached to cattle-pounds. It is 
‘remarked that at the time of returning stray cattle to their 
«owners, they do not furnish’a receipt for the fine and cost of 
‘keeping to the payers. -If people ask for it, the invariable 

reply is that, as no receipt is asked for the property restored, 
there is no reason why oneshould be given for the money paid, 
‘and that the return of. the cattle is'in itself a sufficient receipt. 
‘All ‘this is a proof that thé moliurrirs embezzle the public 
income and make unlawful demands on the owners of cattle, 
who tamely submit, fearing lest'if they refuse their stock may 
bé put up to sale and its recovery may become impossible. 
a put a stop to this unfair practice on the part of the 
mohurrirs, the writer su ggests that they -should be furnished 
with check-books with numbers on them by the district au- 
thorities, and that a board, ‘with the legal rates of fine and the 
expense of keeping written on it in large characters, be hung 


at cattle-pounds and police- stations for the information and 
guidance of the public. 
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‘But the extortions : of ey lias’ is ait the ouly ‘i 
nity of owners of misging cattle:: “Other. kinds of loppheere 
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are: practised on them, among sihieds the. writer’, mentiona, the 
following’:—In. some places, where the sale of such cattle rests 
with the police, they are, as a rule, disposed. of: at. vary. low 
prices. In’ the. writer’s opinion, as: tehseels: are generally 
situated 1 in. populous places: >» and markets are. held there twicé 
a week, it would be well if the public sale of the cattle took 
place ip them on market days through tehseeldars,. a plan 
which will also be useful to the public .i in another way. After 
it has become publicly known that unclaimed cattle are. sold 
at tehseels, those who lose their cattle will go there , and thus 
succeed i in finding them. 


ae another communicated article, ee same paper dawn 
attention to. the bad practice of sending corpses to city: hospi- 
tals for examination: - Formerly corpses which came from thé 
district were conveyed to jails, and were there examined by As 
sistant Surgeons ; but this practice has recently been changed, 
and all corpses of the city, as wellas of those from the district, 
of which a post-mortem examination is desirable, are sent to city 
hospitals. to be examined by Sub-Assistant Surgeons. The 
writer strongly objects to this, and wonders that'a Government; 
which pays such excessive regard to the conservancy and 
sanitation of cities and towns as was never paid before, allow- 

ing no kind of dirt or rubbish to. lie on the streets and lanes, 
and causing the filth of houses. to be buried, i in fields. remote 
from habitation, shou ld allow putrid corpses from the district, 

which have been. suffered to corrupt for several days, pass 
through cities and be kept for hours together in rooms of 
dispensaries supported by popular subscriptions, close to the 
apartments of the sick. He also expresses his regret that 
the members ‘of municipalities take no notice of the abuse; 

and that while they ate so particular about the situ ation of . 
burial and-cremiation grounds as to take care that. the dead are. 
buried and. burnt in retired places, in order that no offensive 
smell may find its way. into cities, and have even prohibited. 
the dressing ‘of hides within. the limits: of dwelling-houses; 
they should allow putrid corpses to -be kept in: city. hospitals 
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without’ ‘any foar of. their spreading ‘contapion. ' “Apart from 
this consideration, it is worth while to remember that to the 
untivilized minds of the Natives: the very name of «a Corpse 
is hateful in:the extreme, to say nothing of its being placed 
beside their sick clint; whioh is ac sea din om to Se 
— HEF. 


Under these circumstances; the writer thinks that the 
municipality of each city ought to take steps to prevent the 
sending of corpses to the city hospital for’ examination. In the 
writer’s opinion the best plan will be to build a special house 
for the:purpose in each city, and entrust the examination to 
Assistant Surgeons—first, because the duty is-too important to 
be left to a low-paid subordinate as long as a higher officer can 
be got; and secondly, because the time-of a Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon is so much occupied with the care of the patients of 
the city, whose number often runs up to’ thousands, that he 
cannot properly attend to any ‘other dufy. “With Assistant 
Burgeons the. case is quite otherwise : : all they havé to do is 
to look after a few European gentlemen of the station’; and if 
any other duty, such as the inspection of some ten or twelve 
patients of Government jails or lock-hospitals, falls to them, 
it should be remembered that for these ‘duties ‘they’ have an 


_ establishment, consisting of a ‘Native doctor, a compoinder, 


and others, who are of great assistance to them. = 


OA correspondent of the. aatme paper asinilaioe of thi graik 


‘ae that ensues in the decisien’ of appeals of criminal cases 


at High Court sessions, It is remarked that so much time 1s 
taken up in deciding these appeals that the term. of. the pun-. 
ishmentinflicted by the subordinate court nearly, if. not wholly, 
expires, and thus poor litigants fail to obtuin justice. For this 
reason the writer impresses on Government: the necessity of 
taking ateps to expedite the decision of appeals in! courts, so 
that suitors may be. in a position, to obtain a redress, of their

The Akhbér-i- Alam of the. 3rd August quotes the. Indian 
Mirror dated 27th July, to the effect that in A.D. 1862 
seven hundred Indian appeals were lodged in the Privy.Coun- 
cil in London, and that of these six hundred and fifty, were 
appeals:from the decisions of the High Court at. Calcutta, and 
therest from those of other.courts.. .The Akhbér-1-Alam:remarks 
that under the existing arrangements cases referred to the 
Privy Council of England take ten years and even more to be 
decided, and that during this long interval, one or both of the 
parties to' a snit sometimes die ; and thinks that steps. ought to 
be taken to avoid such tedi ious delays i in the settlement of cases. 


. ‘The AkNbér-i- Anijuumian-i- Punjds of the. 4th Mnguebin re- 
views the bill brought up before Parliament the object of which 
is that all fairs now held in ‘England and Wales. at different

‘The editor’’ in examining the proposal setae: the ¢ opinion 
expressed’ by’ the ‘Akhba r-i-Alam, whith thinks that’ ‘it-onght 
to be carried out i in India likewise, and that all fairs which are 
neither useful in’ farthering | trade nor do any other godd to the 
country, but’ ‘only serve to corrupt inorals, should be discunti- 
nued." The editor coticurs in this opinion only so far as‘ it 
refers 't6 the discontinuance of fairs which have an evil teh- 


dency on-the motals of the people ; but is averse to. the abolition 
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of. innocent fairs, even though they may not be nseful in pro- 
moting the interests of trade. ‘The object of fairs is to afford 
opportunities to persons to enjoy the company of friends , and 
as they- are held in places where the beauties of nature show 
themselves in a conspicious way, their discontinuance is by no 
means desirable. In cannot be denied that fairs which are in- 
stituted for the purpose of promoting trade, e.g., the Bagh-i- 
Benazir fair at Rampore, ought to be more encouraged. 


The Oudh Akhbér of the same date, in its column of local 
news, reports a case of theft in the city said to have taken place 
in the house of the late Nuzeer Ali, darogah, on the 21st J uly. 
The property stolen was worth Rs. 1,352. 


The Panja h-i- Akhbar of the 5th August is wan ts observe 
that the suggestion contained in a latenumber of that paper (vide 
p. 183 of the Selections for the week ending 22nd April last), 
viz., that the Sindh, Punj abee, and Delhi Railway Company 
should publish Oordoo and Hindee translations of the railway 
guide and notices for the benefit of the Native public, has been 
adopted in part by the Company, the monthly tables, showing 
the times at. which the trains start, and some other notices, 
being now published in English, Oordoo, and Hindee. The 
editor hopes that other important notices will likewise be trans- 
‘lated into the vernaculars and that the defects to be met with 
in the translations now made will be corrected. ‘The transla- 
tor is advised not to attempt a literal translation, but rather 
to aim at giving the sense of the original in a plain and simple 
style, so as to be intelligible. _ 


Anither point to which the weiter would invite the atten- 
tion of the Managers of the Company, and more particularly 
of the Traffic Manager, is the propriety of publishing monthly 
advertisements of things left by. passengers at the stations or 
in railway-carriages in newspapers. © Under the existing ar- 
‘Tangements such advertisements are at times inserted in the 


‘Company’s monthly journal in English, but this plan is scaycely 
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useful in giving them full publicity, ‘and the result is, that 
perhiaps not one individual who loses his goods is in a position 
to recover them, and the goods, after being kept at the station 
for some titne, are sold by public auction. The writer believes 
that if thé plan of publishing advertisements of the goods in 
‘newspapers — by him is ate aa de their owners will 
cant be. found. : 


The same paper has an pees on Native >. dccimele and. 
apothecaries, and the medicines sold by. them. The object is 
to expose the 1 ignorance of persons of this professi on, and the 
shifts ‘and expedients employed by. them in order to. impose 
upon the public. Not only are they com pletely i ignorant of 
pharmacy, and sell bad and adulterated physic and medicinal 
preparations, but they commonly deceive their customers by 
selling the same things under various names, Out of a few jars 
and bottles they supply all kinds of medicines. Complaints of 
the unfair practices of’ Persons of this profession are rife in all 

cities. Tho writer refers in particular to the apothecaries of the 
city of Lahore, and remarks that complaints against them are 
no less frequent than against those of any other city. The harm 
done by these persons is scarcely less than that done by incom- 
petent physicians or quacks, and it is chiefly on their account 
that the treatment of the best and most. skilful Native phy- 
sicians sometimes proves ‘ineffectual i in curing diseases. 


The versdiee: regrets that though the sale of bad nsdbivien 
is made a crime in the Indian Penal Code, and the subject has 
been more: than once discussed in the Anjuman-i-Panjdb, no 
steps should have been taken to reform the abuse. “The best 
and simplest plan for putting a check toit would, in his opinion, 
be to appoint a competent Native physician to exercise super- 

: vision over the druggists and apothecaries, and to examine the 
medicines sold by them from time to time. The physician 
should be a puid‘officer, and well versed in pharmacy, in order 
that he may. also be useful i in pecking’ the reiceoatti hae to 
prepare medicines,

‘Tie next aftidle in-the same paper is'.on the. Native 
slapilihian and practitioners. of Lahore. The writer thinks 
it highly’ fortunate for the city that a year .ago the. Punjab 
University undertook to give lectures on medicine to the 
hakeems. The subjects on which lectures are delivered are chiefly 
anatomy, the uterus, diseases - peculiar. to womert, and other 
medical topics which are either not treated at all-or are not 
exhausted or fully de veloped in Native medicine. The .obj ect 
of the university is that by becoming acquainted . with. these 
subjects Native physicians should rise to the level of English 


doctors and the sphere of their usefulness be enlar ged. The 
lecturer, Doctor Raheem. Khan, Sub- Assistant Surgeon and 


Medical Fellow. of the University, is an able and experienced 
man, and there is every hope that the physicians will derive 
great benefit from his instructions. The. only. thing, the 


writer suggests to the university, in order to encourage. the 


hakeems to pay attention to the lectures, and take a. hearty 
interest in them, is the “necessity of: instituting a system. of 
examination for them. It is believed this plan is. already in 
contemplation, and, all persons who attend to hear the lectures, 
as well as any other Native practitioners who would like to 
benefit by it, will be subj ected to an examination from time to 
time, and receive: prizes, medals, and. diplomas, , according as 
they acquit themselves. . In the writer’s opinion. there should 
be three or four grades of examination, and the diplomas 
given’ to passed candiddtes’ should: show the: grade in which 
each: passes, as well as thé marks. received in each subject, a

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BDUCATIONAL. 


Fhe ajm-ul- Akhbar of the ‘1st August states that this 
+ime the examination of the Meerut Normal Scliool was con: 
ducted ‘on a plan which, though similar to that pursued in 
+he Benares Normal ‘School, was quite.a new thing for the 

former. The writer disapproves of the plan, and is of opinion 
that the system of examination followed inthe normal schools 
‘in the Punjab should be adopted in the: North-Western Pro- 
--vinces’; in other words, theexamination of the different subjects 
, jhould be intrusted to the Inspectors ofthe three circles, and 
all the normal schools should ‘be subjected to general examin 
ation simultaneously, the results being ‘furnished by the exa- 


miners to the Director, in order that the: — marite . 
the schools may be tested. 


The next point which the writer Hotteen in connection with 
‘the normal schools in the North-Western Provitices is the dis- 
‘erepancy in the salary of the headmasters. At Benares and 
Agra the salary is Rs 450 and Rs 350 per mensem respectively, 
‘while-at Meerut it is‘onky Rs 150. Probably the’ reason of 

this difference in pay was that, unlike Agra aud Benares, the 
-headmaster.at Meerut was formerly’a Native, but this is 
mo longer the case. As the Meerut School, in the writer's 
opinion, is not surpassed by its sister institutions in-any respect, 
he'sees noreason why the pay of the headmaster there should 
‘be ‘so much less compared with that received by similar officers 


in the 2nd and 8rd Circles, and hopes the matter | will soon. be 
taken into consideration hy Government. _ 


The ‘Mufid-i-Am of the same date praises the Begum of 
Bhopal for taking an active interest in the spread of education 
among her subjects, of which she has now given a fresh proof 
in the establishment of two new scho ols in her territory—one, 
under the name of Victoria School, for teaching the manual
